ing ^'J.000.000 annually for five* years 
for educational purposes, to be distributed 
in proportion to the illiteracy nf the dif- 
ferent states. 
The recent census shows 


an alarming state of illiteracy in the 
country and especially 
in the states 


where slavery was established. 
About 


one-eighth of tmr people who are over 
ten 
of fige UTR unable to write and 


over seventy-five per cent, of these live in 
the former slave holding states. 
To show 


the state of affairs in this section we will 
give some figures from the census re- 
ports. 
In Alabama there was in 1880 a 


total vote of 151,507 mid within the 
limits of the state aro 
120,828. 
In 


Georgia the proportion of illiterate votes 
to the whole number is considerably 
larger and iu all the other slates the pro- 
portion ""'is alarming. 
The 
slave states 


raised, in 1880, by taxation only 32,200,- 
12(1 f ">r educational purposes. 
Nearly 


fifty per cent, of the colored people can- 
not read or write and yet they are allowed 
to vole and to have a voice in the affairs 
of the fitfite and nation. 
These men may 


be freemen but are they fit to execute a 
freemen's rights ? 


Tho bill provides for an immense out- 


lay and will increase the taxation, but if 
the slates arc too poor to fulfil their 
duties in providing means for the educa- 
tion of their people, the nation must do 
nil thnt it can to relieve the state. 
The 


whole nation must, l>R-a loser- if something 
is not done, if it be urged Hint tho late 
slave states ought to care for their own 
ignorant citizens, a large percentage of 
whom are black, it may be said with 
much propriety that tho North has n pe- 
culiar interest and responsibility. 
The 


North gave, the ignorant colored mnn tho 
perilous privilege of suffrage.

Jn nil my experience nnd observation in 


the cultivation of the tomato plant, I have 
never seen so profitable ;i way as is pnu- 
tieed by my next neighbor. 
AVhen his 


ground is made ready he HC(H the plants 
in rows about four, feet apart and three 
feet iu the row. . When about « foot high 
he places a stake about six feet long firmly 
driven in the ground, leaving about four 
and a half feet above ground. 
To these 


shikt:* ihu .siuik.s are tied, pains having 
been taken as the plants grow to have a 
evotch ut or near the ground. 
As these 


two branches grow be entwines them 
ft'K nit the. stake. 
Whon any branches 


start out of the inuiu Htalks, they are 
jUioviTiii to gvov/ only n few Inc-'ies loug. 
then headed in by taking off the terminal 
bnd.4. 
In that way many sidtj branches 


are furnished for bearing. 


When planted in this way, the plants 


nre easily cultivated: light and air freely 
circulate in every part. 
The tomatoes 


being thus favored grow very large, and 
pibng MI far above ground, are free from 
irdt and all washing and cleaning arc. 
avoided. 
They arc ready for market 


when pink-nil. 
When there, is not a suita- 


bly branch formed near the ground, one 
fi!nlk is wound around tlic stake, and does 
very well. 
Wh<>n the stalks reach the 


top nf t|ir> Kf:t>p they are not allowed to 
go higher. 
On plants set out in this tli- 


niale about the tirst of May, the lirst. ripe 
fruit appears about tht» middle of July, 
and

leaves, usually three months of ripening. 


jM'y neighbor tells me 
that in good 


growing'fioason he has picked from half 
a bushel to three pecks from each average 
niuttt!, iiiid im mv^r-r or smoother toma- 
toes than his appear in market.

lells me that ho would rather have the 
•stakes taller than shorter. 
Jn this way of 


training Hie stalks, the fruit is ripe two 
weeks earlier than by the low way of 
training, 'lite object nf this trimming ifi 
io induce growth of fruit instead of un- 
necessary branches.
